M on day n ight about 7:45 fire was 
discov ered in the meal, cake an d hull 
store room s of the H am lin C otton 
Oil Mill. 
A t th e time th ere w as a 
howling- high win d an d freezin g cold 
from the west, an d the direction of 
th e win d (was perhaps the only thin g 
t b i t prev en ted a complete b urn o ut 
of the plan t. 
T h a t is if the fire had 
s ta .te d in a buildin g to the w est of 
th e main p lan t the 
possibility 
of 
g re a te r dam age would hav e resulted. 
A t the tim e of the fire, the mill 
was un der usual operation s an d the 
fire was in 
full 
headw ay 
when 
foun d. 
It w’ill be recalled th a t all 
day an 
un usually 
hard san dsto rm 
an d high w'inds were blowin g from 
the w est-n orthw est an d it is likely 
static sta rte d the blaze. 


Hamlin F ire Boy s respon ded an d 
fo r about two hours put up a stiff 
fig h t to hold the fire w ithin the store 
room s an d keep it from spreadin g 
in to a n o th er hull an d lin t storag e 
w arehouse, an d a 
b atte ry 
of 
oil 
tan ks. 
The win d an d the cold m ade 
it especially hard on the men but 
th e y n ev er w av ered. 
It looked for 
aw hile h a t they might need help an d 
a fire un it from S tam ford cam e ov er 
an d gav e an y assistan ce th a t m ight 
be n eeded. 
The Hamlin D e p a rtm e n t 
an d the mill m an agem en t app reciate 
tihe ready sup p o rt of Stam ford. 
This fire dam age comin g to the 
mill at this tim e will likely on ly de­ 
lay furth e r operation s till ab out a 
w e e \ or m ay be less. 
A con v ey or 
sty .stem w’ill be con n ected with the 
lin ter storage rooms an d hulls will 
be cared fo r there, to fin ish out the 
season. 
Mr. Moody , M an ager of the mill, 
say s they w-ere hav in g the biggest 
dem an d fo r meal an d cake th a t has 
been in m an y y ears an d ran chm en 
w ere takin g it direct from the mill. 
F o r a few w'eeks this dem an d will 
be supplied by other plan ts in Sw eet­ 


w ater an d Rotan. 
The burn ed w arehouses w'ill likely 
be replaced this sum m er w ith larger 
an d 
im prov ed 
arran g em en ts, 
an d 
perhaps on a fireproof basis as much 
as possible. 
Ham lin C otton Oil Mill is one of 
the v aluable assets of this com m un i­ 
ty .
